A Telephone in the Clouds 

A teleph ne exchange three miles 
in the air.

At this 
elevation snow is always found, and 
advantage is taken ofthe high insu- 
lation given by dry snow, the wires 
in the last section, at the peak, being 
simply laid on the snow-covered 
ground.

The poles are rhort and are taken 
down at the end of every summer 
season and replaced at the beginning 
of the following summer. 


Strangest Lake In the World 
Near Lorrach, in the Black Forest, 
is the strangest lake in the world. 
It is called the Hichener See, and is 
perfectly dry for ten to thirteen 
years at a time, after which period 
subterranean springs refill the lake 
without any previous warning, flood- 
ing and destroying any crops that 
have been planted. The soil in the 
bed of the lake dg very productive, 
but the farmers and peasants never 
know in what year their work will be 
useless and their young crops drown- 
ed, A few weeks ago the Eichner 
See, after having been dry for the 
last ten years, began refilling with 
water, which in the deepest part is 
now 15 feet, the average depth being 
12 feet. The waters of the lake gen- 
erally remain a year or so, and then 
gradually disappear into the earth, 
leaving a rich soil behind.
